Pictured in Exodus

The first five books in the Bible, 
Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Num- 
bers, and Deuteronomy have been 
ascribed to Moses, and we have no 
reason to doubt his authorship of 
all the five books. Certainly Exodus 
was written by Moses, as we are 
plainly told in Exodus 24:3, 4. See 
also Numbers 33:2. 


The New Testament casts much 
light on the Old Testament. More 
divine truth is revealed to us than 
was revealed to the prophets and 
righteous men of those days. Je- 
sus said in Matthew 13:16, 17: 


“But blessed are your eyes, 
for they see: and your ears, 
for they hear. For verily I say 
unto you, That many prophets 
and righteous men have de- 
sired to see those things which 
ye see, and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things 
which ye hear, and have not 
heard them.” 

About the same matter we are 
told in First Peter 1:10-12 that 
prophets and Bible writers did not 
fully understand what the Holy 
Spirit meant by the scriptures 
which He gave them to write down: 

“Of which salvation the 
prophets have inquired and 
searched diligently, who 
prophesied of the grace that 
should come unto you: Search-

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ing what, or what manner of 
time the Spirit of Christ which 
was in them did signify, when 
it testified beforehand the suf- 
ferings of Christ, and the glory 
that should follow. Unto them 
it was revealed, that not un- 
to themselves, but unto us they 

did minister the things, which 

are now reported unto you by 

them that have preached the 
gospel unto you with the Holy 

Ghost sent down from heav- 

en; which things the angels de- 

sire to look into.” 

We are told in verse 11, you see, 
that the Holy Spirit testified be- 
forehand, first, “The sufferings of 
Christ,” or His first coming; and 
second, “the glory that should fol- 
low,” which certainly means the 
second coming. The prophets did 
not understand this teaching about 
the first coming, nor about the sec- 
ond coming, but understood that 
they wrote these things down for 
us. So we may expect to find 
truths of Exodus revealed by the 
New Testament, and ‘that is true. 

In the Old Testament there is not 
a single statement explaining the 
meaning of the passover lamb. In 
First Corinthians 5:7 we are told 
that that represents Christ, our 
Passover, who was sacrificed for 
us. Exodus does not tell us the 
meaning cf the reck in Horeb 
(Exo. 17:1-6). I doubt if even Mo- 
ses knew the meaning of that rock, 
for in Numbers 20:8-13, we are 
told how he “through unbelief, 
smote the rock instead of speaking 
to it, as it had already been smit- 
ten once. That matter is explained, 
however, in the New Testament, 
and we are told in First Corin- 
thians 10:4 that that rock repre- 
sented Christ. You and I can un- 
derstand more about Exodus than 
did Moses who wrote it, and you 
cannot understand Exodus without 
understanding the New Testament. 


The Coming "Great Tribulation” 


Which Is Pictured in Exodus 


In Matthew 24:15-22 we are told 
that a great tribulation, such as 
was not since the beginning of the 
world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be. There Jesus said: 


“When ye therefore shall see 
the abomination of desolation, 
spoken of by Daniel the proph- 
et, stand in the holy place, 
(whoso readeth, let him under- 
stand:) Then let them which 
be in Judaea flee into the 
mountains: Let him which is - 
on the housetop not come down 
to take anything out of his 
house: Neither let him which 
is in the field return back to 
take his clothes. And woe 
unto them that are with child, 
and to them that give suck in 
those days! But pray you that 
your flight be not in the win- 
ter, neither on the sabbath 
day: For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not 
since the beginning of the 
world to this time, no, nor 
ever shall be. And except 
these days should be shortened, 
there should no flesh be saved: 
but for the elect’s sake those 
days shall be shortened.” 


That great tribulation, accord- 
ing to verse 15, begins when the 
“abomination of desolation” stands 
in the Holy place. That reference 
is to Daniel 19:27. 

In Daniel 9:24-27 we are told 
that seventy weeks of national his- 
tory were determined for Daniel’s 
people, Israel. Those Seventy 
weeks, we are told, will fn-

From the days of 
Job the cry of man has been, “Oh, 
that I knew where I might find 
him!”" When our Lord was here 
revealed, the Greeks came saying, 
“We would see Jesus.” Philip said, 
“Show us the Father, and it suf- 
ficeth us.’”’ Jesus answered, ‘‘Why, 
he that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father. I am God uncovered. 
I am God brought down so that 
men may see Him, and trust and 
preach and follow Him.” Now, how 
may we know Jesus, God mani- 
fest in the flesh, better? 

First, I should like to ask, “How 
we know about Him 
now?” For we are to remember 
that Jesus is a person just as truly 
or our dearest 
earthly form and face. There is a

but it is an error. 


trusted, loved, followed forever. 
How much do we know about Him 
today? Is Jesus real to us like 
other persons? 


I was speaking to a group of 
university men some time ago, and 
next to the last morning the senior 
class waited on me in a body with 
The 
twenty-nine said, “How long will 
you be in the university?” I re- 
plied, “This morning and tomorrow 
morning. Today is my last day for 
conferences with the men.” Then 
they said, “Do your best for our 
thirtieth man. He is not a Chris- 
tian. He is a skeptic. He does not 
believe what you preach or what 
we profess. He is the cleverest 
man in the university, but an utter 
disbeliever. Do your best for him.” 

That conversation changed my 
whole line of thought for the day, 
and in my address I said, “Christ 


is to be experienced, to be tested, | 


to be known consciously. ‘He that 
hath the Son of God hath the wit- 
ness in himself.’” I made the in- 
sistence that men experimentally 
may know Christ. Then I added, 
“I will be in the president's room to 
see men who are interested.” Nor 
had I more than reached the room 
till there was a knock on my door. 
When I opened it, there stood the 
skeptic, the thirtieth man. I offered 
him a chair, but he said, “No, you 
will do me a favor in just one short 
sentence or two; please forget that 
you are a preacher and I a col- 
lege senior. I want to ask a ques- 
tion as one man of another man.” 
Then coming closer to me, he 
looked deeply and steadily into my 
eyes as if reading my deepest soul, 
“Mr. Truett,” he said, “is Jesus 
Christ real to you? By which I 
mean, does He help you as you are 
conscious some teacher or some 
loved earthly friend helps you?” 
That is a very serious question, is 
it not? I looked into that young 
man’s face and said, “If I am cap- 
able of speaking the truth, if I 
know what sincerity is, then Je- 
sus is the most real personality in 
all the world — more real than 
mother, father, brother, wife or 
child. When all had failed; when 
my soul was storm-swept, He spoke 


the word of quietness and calm and, 


peace. He spoke that word which | 
gave rest and assurance to my ~ 
hedrt.” Not to follow the story— — 
he looked at me and said, “You 
have spoken the truth, I will seek 
Him.” In the morning’ I stood on 
the platform to speak the last 
word, and when finished I asked, 
“Is there another ‘man to tell us 
that he has trusted Christ, and 
that he has the consciousness with- 
in that Christ is his Saviour?” 
And down the aisle came the 
senior, and a thousand men threw 


their hats to the ceiling, and then 

bowed their heads and sobbed till

ish the transgression of Israel 
and bring in everlasting righteous- 
ness and the anointing of the Most 
Holy, the Lord Jesus, as king over 
Israel on David’s throne (vs. 24). 
We are told that the first week of 
those seventy was to begin when 
the command went forth to restore 
and build Jerusalem in the days of 
Nehemiah and Ezra, and sixty-nine 
weeks would bring the Jews to the 
time of the Messiah, the Lord Je- 
sus, at His first coming. That part 
has already been fulfilled, and was 
a period of 483 years. Secular his- 
tory shows that it was that. It 
becomes certain, then, that the 
weeks were weeks of years, which 
were as familiar to the Jews as 
was the week of days, as you will 
see from Exodus 23:10-12.~ Four 
hundred and eighty-three years di- 
vided into weeks of seven years 
each, equals sixty-nine weeks. 


After the first sixty-nine weeks 
were fulfilled, and there remains 
only one week, there has inter- 
vened a long period when Israel 
has no national history. Jews to- 
day have no king, no temple, no 
sacrifices, no national independence. 
There remains only seven years of 
such national life before the Lord 
Jesus returns to reign on His 
throne. Daniel 9:26 tells us that 
after the “three score and two 
weeks”’ mentioned in the t ghvgesen 
verse, the Saviour would be cru- 

ed, that later Jerusalem 
would be destroyed, as it was in 


A. D. 70 by the Roman army under f 


Titus. We are told that the peo- 
ple who destroy Jerusalem in A.D. 
70 are the people of that princé 
who will come, the Antichrist. So 
the Antichrist will be of the Roman 
people. Desolations are determined 
on Jerusalem from A.D. 70 until 
the end of Israel’s trouble, the 
close of the great tribulation. 


Daniel's Seventieth Week 


Daniel 9:27 tells about the reve- 
lation of the Antichrist. According 
to Second Thessalonians 2:1-8, that 
Antichrist cannot be revealed until 
the great falling away, and until 
the Holy Spirit, who hinders him, 
is taken away at the rapture of 


4; \... the saints. Then the Antichrist will 


be revealed as is told in Daniel 
9:27. F 
The Antichrist will be a rulér of 
the same people who destroyed Je- 
rusalem in A.D. 70, and will evi- 
dently have some kind of mandate 
or authority over Palestine. He will 
make a treaty or covenant with 


those of Daniel’s people, Israel, who 


are in that land, to cover seven 


years, which is the last week of 


the seventy weeks. They will be 
allowed to have their sacrifices and 
oblations as Israel had in Old Tes- 
tament times. In the middle of the 
week of seven years, he will sit in 
the temple of God (II Thess. 2: 
4), claiming to be God, and will 
stand in the Holy place and so 
commit the abomination of deso- 
lation to which Jesus referred in 
Matthew 24:15. Then will follow 
three and one-half years (Dan. 7: 
25; Dan. 12:7; Rev. 12:14), forty- 
two months (Rev. 11:2; Rev. 13: 
5), or 1,260 days (Rev. 11:3). This 
is the last half of that week of 
seven years mentioned in Daniel 
9:27. The Antichrist will stop the 
Jewish worship and hunt them 
down to kill them. The seven years 
is sometimes called “the tribula- 
tidn period,’’ but the last three and 
one-half years are pictured in 
Revelation, beginning with chapter 
4 and ending at the return of 
Christ to reign on the earth in 
chapter 19. The middle of the week 
is reached in Revelation 11:1 as 
you will see by careful reading. 
Exodus foretells this great tribula- 
tion, and the bondage of the chil- 
dren of Israel in Egypt, under 
Pharaoh, is a picture of the great 
tribulation. 
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Things Which Prove That the Bond- 
age in Egypt Is a Type of the 
Great Tribulation 


There are some scriptures which 
prove beyond a doubt that the 
bondage of Israel in Egypt is a 
type of the great tribulation and 
that Pharaoh is a type of the Anti- 
christ. This world seems to be 
drawing so near to that terrible 
period of great tribulation that we 
ought to find God’s teaching here 
on that matter. 

1. Moses plainly said that he was 
a type of Christ in Deuteronomy 
18:15: 

“The Lord thy God will raise 
up unto thee a prophet from 
the midst of thee, of thy 
brethren, like unto me; unto 
him ye shall hearken.” 


So Moses, delivering Israel out 
of the bondage of Egypt, is a pic- 
ture of Jesus delivering the Jews 
and Christians out of the hands 
of the Antichrist at the close of 
the great tribulation. 

2. In Revelation 11:8, Jerusalem, 
where the Saviour was crucified, is 
put, together with Sodom and 
Egypt, as a type of the wicked- 
ness of this world.. Jesus was cru- 
cified at Jerusalem, but was really 
crucified by the whole of this wick- 
ed, ungodly world. Sodom was a 
picture of this wicked world and so 


is Egypt. 

“And their dead bodies shall 
lie in the street of the great 
city, which spiritually is called 
Sodom and Egypt, where also 
our Lord was crucified” (Rev. 
11:18). 

The above Scripture is talking 
about happenings in the great trib- 
ulation time, and gives a spiritual 
connection to Egypt. What hap- 
pened to the children of Israel in 
Egypt, was typical of what will 
happen to other Jews in the great 
tribulation time. 

8. In Zechariah 10:10, the Lord 
says that at His second coming, 
He will regather the children of 
Israel out of Egypt and Assyria: 

“T will bring them again al- 
so out of the land of Egypt, 
and gather them out of As- 
syria; and I will bring them in- 
to the land of Gilead and 
Lebanon; and place shall not 
be found for them.” / : 
Notice that God says in Zecha- 

riah 10:11, the folloing verse, that 
He will take the scepter from 
Egypt. Israel was in captivity, at 
different times, in Egypt and As- 
syria. Both were types of the 
world empire of the Antichrist. 
Egypt represents this wicked world 
which is against Christ, and espe- 
cially typifies this wicked world as 
it will be under the control of the 
Antichrist. So then, Christ says, 
“T will bring them again also out 
of the land of Egypt,” that is, He 
will regather Israel out of this 
present wicked world system pic- 
tured by Egypt, bringing them 
back to Palestine. 

4. In the Bible Abraham’s two 
sons are made a type of the spir- 
itual and the fleshly. Galatians 4: 
22, 23, says: 

“For it is written, that Abra- 
ham had two sons, the one by 
a bondmaid, the other by a 
freewoman. But he who was 
of the bondwoman was born 
after the flesh; but he of the 
freewoman was by promise.” 

Remember that Ishmael was 

the son of Hagar, an Egyptian 
woman, whom Abraham got when 
he went, contrary to God’s will, 
down into Egypt. The son of this 
Egyptian woman “was born after 
the flesh.’’ To Abraham and to us 
Egypt is a type of the wickedness 
of this world and of walking after 
the flesh instead of by faith. 

5. When the last plague of God 
is poured out in the tribulation 
period (Rev. 15:1), we are told 
that then those who have gotten 
the victory over the Antichrist will 
sing “the song of Moses the serv- 
ant of God” as well as the “song 
of the Lamb.” Revelation 15:1- 
4 says: 

“And I saw another sign in 
heaven, great and marvelous, 
seven angels having the seven 
last plagues; for in them is 
filled up the wrath of God. 
And I saw as it were a sea of 
glass mingled with fire: and 
them that had gotten the vic- 
tory over the beast, and over 
his image, and over his mark, 
and over the number of his 
name, stand on the sea of 
glass, having the harps of God 
And they sing the song of Mo- 
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ses the servant of God, and 
the song of the Lamb, saying, 
Great-and marvelous are thy 
works, Lord God Almighty; 
just and true are thy ways, 
thou King of saints. Who shall 
not fear thee, O Lord, and glo- 
rify thy name? for thou only 
art holy: for all nations shall 
come and worship before thee; 
for thy judgments are made 
manifest.” 

That song in Revelation 15:3, the 
“song of Moses’ is quite evidently 
the same song as Moses and the 
children of Israel sang in Exodus 
15:1-19. The deliverance of Israel 
then, when the wrath of God fell 
upon Pharaoh and his army in the 
Red Sea, is certainly likened by 
the Bible to the deliverance of the 
saints when God pours out the last 
plague on the Antichrist at the 
close of the tribulation period. The 
Same song is used for both and 
was evidently divinely inspired to 
fit both occasions. 

Besides these positive scriptural 
statements, there is a similarity 
so marked, so persistent, so de- 
tailed, between the events and peo- 
ple in Exodus, chapters 1 to 15, 
and the people and events of the 
great tribulation, that reverent 
hearts must be convinced beyond 
all question that God meant them 


to be alike and that the bondage. 


of Israel in Egypt is a divine pic- 
ture of Israel and the saints of 
God on the earth in the great tribu- 
lation under the reign of the Anti- 
christ. 


The Antichrist and Tribulation Pic- 
tured Many Times in the Bible 


All the Bible points toward the 
second coming of Christ and the 
gigantic events which cluster 
around it. There are more proph- 
ecies of the second coming of 
Christ than there were concerning 
the first coming. The Old Testa- 
ment has as much about the sec- 
ond coming as about the first com- 
ing, and we need not be surprised 
to find it in Exodus. 


In Daniel, chapter 3, Nebuchad- 
nezzar is made a type of the Anti- 
christ. He was the first Gentile 
world ruler, or world dictator, as 
the Antichrist will be the last be- 
fore Christ sets up His kingdom. 
Nebuchadnezzar had an image 
which people were commanded to 
worship, as. will be the case with 
the Anti @Dan.~3:1; Rev. 13: 
14-18). those passages to- 
gether and notice the use of the 
figure six in both cases. In both 
cases God’s people, Israel, are per- 
secuted for not worshipping the 
image. The fiery furnace repre- 
sents the tribulation. 


Antiochus Epiphanes, living in 
B.C. 175, the little horn mentioned 
in Daniel 8:9, the man who sacri- 
ficed a sow on the altar and ter- 
ribly persecuted the Jews, was cer- 
tainly a type of the Antichrist, the 
other and greater “little horn’ 
mentioned in Daniel 7:8, 20-24. 


In Matthew, chapter 24, Jesus 
foretold the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem and the temple (vs. 1, 2) and 
the coming great tribulation (vs. 
15-22). He connected the two to- 
gether in His prophecy and it 
seems clear that the destruction of 
Jerusalem and the persecution of 
the Jews is a type of a similar oc- 
currence under the Antichrist in 
the great tribulation as told in 
Zechariah 14:1-5. 

Judas Iscariot must have been 
a type of the Antichrist, since The 
same name, “the son of perdition,” 
is given to both of them and to 
nobody else in the world (John 17: 
12; II Thess. 2:3). Pharaoh, also, 
was a type of the Antichrist. It 
seems probable that Pharaoh, like 
Judas Iscariot and the Antichrist, 
committed the unpardonable sin. 


Pharaoh a Type of the Antichrist 


Pharaoh, absolute ruler in Egypt, 
represents the Antichrist who will 
be absolute ruler over the world in 


the tribulation period (Dan. 7:21; 


Rev. 13:7). As Pharaoh, after 
many plagues, repented not but 
hardened his heart against God and 
God’s people, so will the Antichrist. 

As the Egyptian rulers first 
honored Israel, gave them a land 
of their own, part in the govern- 
ment under Joseph, but later op- 
pressed them, made them slaves, 
and put to death their children, so 
will it be with the° Antichrist. He 
will first make a covenant with 
many of Israel, allowing them to 
have a temple, Old Testament sec- 
rifices and oblations and a measure 
of independence (Dan. 9:27). Then 
like the Pharaohs “who knew not 
Joseph,” so the Antichrist will

A young man of Dubuque, Iowa, 
asks a number of questions. Our 
answer to him indicates his qucy- 
tions, and we believe many will be 
interested in the answers given 
this honest young inquirer.

I will answer your questions the 
best I can. 


1. I think it is all right to ad- 
dress a preacher as “Reverend.” 
That simply means that the man 
of God is to be reverenced. Well, 
Ephesians 5:51 says that wives 
should reverence their husbands. 
Certainly, then, there is no harm in 
reverencing a preacher; and it is 
nowhere forbidden in the Bible. 


2. Yes, The Sword Book Room 
has Scripture stamps. They come 
in books of about 200 and sell for 
15c a book. The stamps are col- 
ored, and each one has a different 
Scripture. 


3. The tracts you sent by A. Sims 
are good, as are other writings of 
his that I have seen. The “Ever- 
lasting Safety Matches” is attrac- 
tive, but it is really not true. They 
are striking things, but not match- 
es. Let the Holy Spirit tell you 
whether to use them; I do not 
know. The Scriptures given are 
very fine. 

4. You asked for more informa- 
tion on the coming of Christ. I 
am sending you my booklet, ‘‘The 
Second Coming of Christ in Dan- 
iel,”” which usually sells for 15c, 
and the smaller booklet on “‘Christ’s 
Literal Reign on Earth From 
David’s Throne at Jerusalem,” 
which sellseat 5c each, or 30c a 
dozen. However, I am glad to send 
them to you free, and hope you 
will learn much from them. 


9. You asked, “Do you think 
Germany will be victorious over 
England?” I hope not. I have 
hopes that England will win, but 
the Bible has no prophecy on the 
subject that I know of.

Answer: I think the rules given 
above would largely cover the 
question. Do not use games that 
are usually associated with evil in 
the mind of the public, (b) do 
not play games in bad company 
so that you would be influenced to 
sin. (c) Be careful that no game 
gets such a hold on you that you 
waste time at it that ought to be 
used at something else. (d) Don’t 
play games that may tempt you 
later to gamble, games in which 
other people usually gamble. 


As a boy I played some basket 
ball and baseball and played col- 
lege football two years in a Chris- 
tian college. I think it was very 
helpful to me. I have played ten- 
nis, croquet, and ocassionally, golf. 
At home I have played (long ago 
when I had a little time) checkers, 
and I sometimes play a game of 
croquet with my wife or children. 
Games are not in themselves nec- 
essarily wrong. They are wrong 
when abused or used in bad com- 
pany or gambled on, or when they 
lead a Christian to do wrong or 
hurt his influence. 


10. You ask, “Should you read 
short stories that have murder, etc., 
if the teacher tells you to?” 


Answer: Usually, I should think 
you had better risk the teacher’s 
judgment and read the books that 
are assigned. Not all such books 
will be wholly good, but they will 
not be very bad, I should judge, if 
in the reading course required in 
high school or college. 


11. I am sorry that I do not 
have a list of reliable tract com- 
panies. However, those put out 
by the Scripture Witness League, 
2011 Wellington Street, Chicago; 
by Cicero Tract Society, 2230 S. 
52nd Ave.; by the Good News 
Press, 322 W. Washington, Chica- 
go, Illinois; and by Moody Colport- 
age Association, 843-845 N. Wells 
Street, Chicago, Illinois, are all 
good as far as I know, and can be 
trusted.

come “in the midst of the’ week’”’ 
of seven years, commit that abom- 
ination of desolation (Dan. 9:27), 
and enter into the temple, claim- 
ing to be God, showing himself 
that he is God (II Thess. 2:3, 4). 
That will begin the great tribu- 
lation, like the persecution of Is- 
rael in Egypt (Matt. 24:15-21). 


The Hebrew Midwives in Egypt 
Picture Gentile Friends of the 
Jews in the Great Tribulation 


As the Hebrew babies were put 
to death, so will faithful Jews be 
during that time. As the babies 
were hidden ‘and protected by the 
midwives, their parents and others, 
so the Lord will provide hiding 
places for Israel- in that period 
(Rev. 12:2, 16). As God dealt well 
with the midwives and made them 
houses because they protected the 
boy babies of the Israelites from 
the wrath of Pharaoh (Exo. 1:20, 
21), so will Christ when He comes 
at the close of the tribulation 
period, reward the “sheep” on His 
right hand, that.is, these who will 
have taken the part of His “‘breth- 
ren,” the Jews, and protected them 
from the wrath of the Antichrist, 
giving them hiding places, visiting 
them in prison and when sick, etc. 
(Matt. 25:31-46). 

As Israel in Egypt was without 
a king, without a priesthood, with- 
out a temple, yet worshipped the 


true God and prayed for deliver- 


ance (Exo. 2:23-25), so will it be 
in the tribulation period (Rev. 7: 
3-8; Rev. 12:17). 

As Pharaoh had his magicians, 
who by the pewer of the devil, 
were able to work satanic mira- 
cles, turning their rods into snakes, 
symbols of sin and Satan (Exo. 
7:11, 12), so the Antichrist will 
have a false prophet with power to 
work satanic miracles and give life 
to the image of the beast, like- 
wise a symbol of Satan (Rev. 13: 
13-15). 


Moses a Type of Christ 


Moses is a type of Christ as we 
are told by his inspired words in 
Deuteronomy 18:15: 

“The Lord thy God will raise 
up unto thee a prophet from 
the midst of thee, of thy breth- 
ren, like unto me; unto him ye 
Shall hearken.”’ 

He was born in Egypt as Christ 
was born in the world. As a baby, 
his life was sought by Pharaoh as 
the Roman King Herod sought to 
kill Jesus. (Remember that the 
Roman government will be restored 
under the Antichrist. The beast in 
Daniel 7:7 was the Roman Empire 
according to verse 23, and the same 
beast and empire will be restored 
according to Revelation 13:1-10.) 
Moses grew up and lived in Egypt 
for forty years, then was gone and 
later returned to free his people 
Israel. So Jesus, after being born 
in this world and living under the 
bondage of the flesh, despised by 
the world, ascended to the Father 
and will return again to free Israel 
and His people from the hate of 
the Antichrist as Moses led Israel 
out of bondage in Egypt. 


Aaron's Rod Was Meant to 
Picture Christ 


Aaron’s rod seems also to be a 
type of Christ. Jesus in heaven 
with kingly authority, the Creator, 
one with the Father, is represented 
by the Lord’s authority in the 
hands of Moses and Aaron. As the 
rod was cast down and became a 
(Exo. 7:10), the symbol 
of sin and the humiliation of it, 
so Jesus was made sin; “for he 
hath made him to be sin for us, 
who knew no sin; that we might 
be made the righteousness of God 
in him” (II Cor. 5:21). This in- 
terpretation is not far-fetched 
when you remember that the brass 
serpent in the wilderness was a 
picture of Christ on the cross as 
He Himself says in John 3:14, 15. 
Then as the serpent became again 


' Aaron’s rod, used to bring the 


plagues of judgment on Pharaoh 
and Egypt, so Christ, now sitting 
with the Father on His throne 
(Rev. 3:21), will sit on His own 
throne, ruling all nations with a 
rod of iron. As the rod of Aaron, 
having become a serpent, swal- 
lowed up the serpents of the ma- 
gicians in Egypt (Exo. 7:12), s0 
will Christ swallow up the empire 
of the Antichrist, that favorite of 
the devil (Dan. 7:27; Rev. 19:15). 
As the rod in the hands of Aaron 
turned the water into blood (Exo. 
7:19, 20), brought the plague of 
frogs (Fxo. 8:5. 6) turned” the 
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dust to lice (Exo. 8:16, 17), etc., 
so that rod represents Christ who 
will send all the plagues of the 
tribulation period on the Antichrist 
and his kingdom (Rev. 15:1; Rev. 
16:1; Rev. 18:5, 6; Rev. 19:11-15). 


The Plagues of Egypt Will Be Re- 
peated in the Tribulation Period 


It is remarkable that nearly all 
the plagues that came on Pharaoh 
and Egypt in Exodus, are foretold 
to happen again in the tribulation 
period. In some cases ‘the plague 
will be literally the same as hap- 
pened in Egypt; in some cases the 
plague in kigypt was just a mild 
picture of the terrible curse which 
will come in that “great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the be- 
ginning of the world to this time, 
no, nor ever shall be’ (Matt. 24: 
21). In every case the plague fore- 
told for the Antichrist and his 
wicked kingdom in the great tribu- 
lation will be worse than that in 
Egypt. 

1. The first plague in Egypt, 
water turned to blood (Exo. 7:20), 
is mentioned three times as occur- 
ring in the great tribulation, re- 
corded in Revelation 8:8; Revela- 
tion 11:6; Revelation 16:3, 4. That 
last Scripture says: 

“And the second angel 
poured out his vial upon the 
sea; and it became as the blood 
of a dead man: and every liv- 
ing soul died in the sea. 

“And the third angel poured 
out his vial upon the rivers and 
fountains of waters; and they 
became blood” (Rev. 16:3, 4). 
The tribulation will be a time of 

blood, blood, blood. Revelation 6: 
8 indicates that a fourth of the 
population of the earth will be 
killed “with the sword, and with 
hunger, and with death, and with 
the beasts of the earth.” Blood 
will run as high as the horses’ 
bridles, for a distance of 1,600 
furlongs (Rev. 14:20). That would 
be 200 miles. The scripture indi- 
cates that water will literally be 
turned to blood as a plague of God 
in that great tribulation, for this 
reason: 

“For they have shed the 
blood of saints and prophets; 
and thou hast given them blood 
to drink; for they are worthy” 
(Rev. 16:6). 


2. On Pharaoh and Egypt there 
was a plague of frogs (Exo. 8:6). 
Revelation 16:13, 14, shows that 
this foretells the coming of “un- 
clean spirits like frogs,” coming 
from the devil and the Antichrist 
and his false prophet, “The spirits 
of devils working miracles.” The 
fulfillment is worse than the type. 


3. As the plague of lice in Egypt 
was brought when Aaron smote 
the dust of the earth with his rod 
in Exodus 8:17, so in the day when 
“the indignation of the Lord is up- 
on all nations and his fury unon 
all their armies,’ and when “their 
slain also shall be cast out, and 
their stink shall come up out of 
their carcasses, and in the moun- 
tains shall be «melted with their 
blood,” then in “the day of the 
Lord’s vengeance” (Isa. 34:2, 3, 8, 
9), there will be a worse plague 
on the dust of the earth, for the 
Lord says: 

“And the streams thereof 
shall be turned into pitch, and 
the dust thereof into brim- 
stone, and the land thereof 
shall become burning pitch” 
(Isa. 34:9). 


4. In Exodus 8:34 we are told 
about swarms of flies which must 
have made the entire nation miser- 


able, for the Scripture says, “the 


land was corrupted for reason of 
the swarms of flies.” This is the 
first plague in Egypt which was 
not brought about by the use of 
Aaron’s rod. It must have come 
because of the dead fish and dead 
frogs, for the Scripture says about 
the frogs, “and they gathered them 
together upon heaps: and the land 
stank” (Exo. 8:14). That was 
shortly before the swarms of flies. 
When there is persecution and 
death on every hand in the reign 
of the Antichrist, we may expect 
the same tormenting swarms of 
flies. 

Remember that sin has two pun- 
ishments, the direct punishment of 
God’s wrath, and the indirect na- 
tural result, or wages, of sin. The 
plague of flies is the first plague 
in Egypt which was not brought 
about by the rod of Moses or 
Aaron. The files were a natural 
result of the filth of the bloody 
land. How much more terrible must 
it be during the tribulation period 
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when death and disease is on ev- 
ery- hand, when first one-fourth of 
the population of the earth will be 
killed (Rev. 6:8), and ‘then one- 
third of the remainder (Rev. 9: 
15) with blood and unburied bodies 
everywhere, the land will be full 
of filth and flies, as Egypt was. 


5. In Exodus 9:3-6 we have a 
murrain, or plague, on beasts in 
Egypt. In Revelation 16:2, a vial 
of God’s wrath, we are told, will 
be poured out on the earth and 
there will be a “noisome and griev- 
ous sore upon the men” which have 
the mark of the Antichrist in the 
great tribulation. 


7. Hail fell in Egypt as a great 
plague of God, killing man-and 


beast that were in the field (Exo.| 


9:23-25). There will be likewise 
a plague of hail in the great tribu- 
lation period; each hailstone weigh- 
ing as much as a talent and the 
plague very great (Rev. 16:21). 


Locusts in Egypt Picture Demons in 


the Great Tribulation 


8. A literal scourge of locusts 
came on the land of Egypt during 
the bondage of the children of Is- 
rael as we are told in Exodus 10: 
13-15. In the great tribulation, the 
devil will open the bottomless pit 
of hell and satanic locusts, demons 
of hell, will issue forth in swarms 
to torment the men of the earth. 
Two hundred million men, demon 
possessed, will form the armies of 
the Antichrist and will slay a third 
part of the population of the entire 
earth (Rev., chapter 9). Evidently 
the locusts in Egypt were meant 
for a type of the other which will 
come. 


9. The kingdom of Pharaoh was 
filled with darkness as a plague 
of God (Exo. 10:21-23), so the 
kingdom of the Antichrist will be 
filled with literal darkness in the 
great tribulation, and people shall 
gnaw their tongue for pain (Rev. 
16:10). How much more will be 
the great spiritual darkness, after 
all the saints have been taken out 
in the rapture and the new con- 
verts are hunted like wild beasts 
to put them to death! 


10. In Egypt the plagues of God 
ended up with the death of the 
firstborn (Exo. 12:29), so the 
plagues of God will bring death 
on earth to a fourth of the popu- 
lation of the earth (Rev. 6:8), and 
later, one third of those that are 
left (Rev. 9:18). One-half of the 
earth’s population is to be de- 
stroyed in that short period during 
the time of the Antichrist! 


In Egypt after the first three 
plagues, the Lord separated His 
people Israel so that the plagues 
did not fall on them (Exo. 8:22, 
23; Exo. 9:3-7; Exo. 9:26); so in 
the great tribulation, the servants 
of God will be sealed in their fore- 
heads lest they should suffer the 
wrath of God with the people of 
the Antichrist (Rev. 7:1-3). 


The Red Sea Pictures Armageddon 


Pharaoh and his army were de- 
stroyed in the Red Sea, closing the 
persecution of Israel in Egypt. The 
Antichrist and his army will be 
likewise totally destroyed by the 
Lord Jesus when He returns with 
His saints and angels, at the bat- 
tle of Armageddon (Rev. 19:11-21; 
II Thess. 2:8; Zech. 14:1-9).The two 
cases are alike in that the destruc- 
tion of both of the wicked armies 
is done by the Lord, not by Israel 
or the Lord’s people; the destruc- 
tion of both is miraculous, sudden 
and complete. As Moses and Is- 
rael sang the song of praise over 
the destruction of Pharaoh and his 
army which is recorded in Exodus 
15:1-19, so when the last plague 
of the great tribulation are poured 
out (Rev. 15:1-3), then those who 
have gotten the victory “over the 
beast, and over his image, and over 
his mark, and over the number of 
his name stand on the sea of 
glass having the harps of God” 
and sing exactly the same song, 
“the song of Moses”! A study of 
that song of Moses in Exodus 15: 
1-19 shows that it was divinely in- 
spired, looking toward the triumph 
of Jesus over the Antichrist. Vers- 
es 17 and 18 were not literally ful- 
filled then, but will be literally ful- 
filled when the Antichrist is over- 
thrown and his army, as was Pha- 
raoh and his army. “The horse and 
his rider’ must point forward to 
the Antichrist, the conqucror riding 
on a white horse (Rev. 6:2). Pha- 
raoh was not on a horse, but in a 
chariot (Exo. 14:6). All the saints 
coming out of the great tribulation 


will sing this marvelous song of 
Moses, after the destruction of the 
Antichrist

Christ is a reality and may be 

known : 


How may we know Him better? 
I have several simple suggestions 
to give you. Every one of them 
is familiar. 

1. If we are to know Jesus better 
we are to 


Make Much of His Book 


God's best gift to mankind is Je- 
sus Christ, the Only Begotten Son 
of the Father, but His second best 
is His holy Book. That we should 
have such a gift, that we need it 
and that we cannot do without it, 
is evidenced by various considera- 
tions. If we were without a Bible 
we should have as many different 
standards of conduct as there are 
different people. We should not 
know the mind and character of 
God, all would be dark concerning 
the future. We should not know 
the terms upon which God pro- 
poses to save the sinner. If we 
are to know about Jesus the Word 
divine, we are to know this Word 
written. Christ and the Bible stand 
or fall together. One is the com- 
plement and counterpart of the 
other. Christ and Bible study are 
the binominal Word of God. We 
must: have the Bible to know 
Christ. The monologues of the 
mountains do not reveal Christ, the 
surges of the ocean do not, the 
beautiful flowers do not. God has 
given us the Bible that we may 
therein search to find out God’s 
way to man and man’s way to 
God. It is the Jacob’s ladder up 
which the human race is to climb— 
to be at peace and rest and safety, 
in the sight of God. One of the 
tragedies of our time is the ig- 
norance of people concerning the 
holy revelation from God. Many 
clever people are lamentably ig- 
norant of the Word of God. Here 
is the sanest book in all the world, 
the indispensable Book for the 
guidance of the race. 


“Holy Bible, book divine, 
Precious treasure, thou art 
mine!” 

Chinese Gordon, that great phi- 
lanthropist and soldier, when he 
went into the Sudan, took a library 
with him. But years later he said 
he did not need that library at all. 
He needed but two books, the Holy 
Bible and a concordance, that he 
might quickly find the passages 
which he desired. If Jesus is more 
and more to be made a conscious, 
living reality to us, we must more 
and more know His Book. 

2. If we are to know Jesus better 
there must be. provided in our life 


Time and Place for Meditation 


I wonder if meditation, in these 
days of haste and hurry, is not a 
lost art? How much do we wait 
upon God? How much do we de- 
tach ourselves from others around 
us, and thus isolated and alone 
wait upon God? You remember 
the vision which Ezekiel had of 
the living creatures with wings and 
faces. The prophet describes them 
thus: “When they stood, they let 
down their wings.’ In these days 
of press, and hurry, and extrava- 
gance, how important that every 
one of us shall find time and place 
somewhere each day when we per- 
sonally, and alone, wait upon God. 
The Psalmist said, ‘“‘Wait on the. 
Lord: be of good courage, and he 
shall strengthen thine heart: wait, 
I say, on the Lord.” “Be still and 
know that I am God.” See to it, 
each of you, that there is a time 
and place daily in your life; no 
matter how stressful or pressed it 
may be, when alone—you shall be 
still in the sight of God that you 
may know Him better. 

3. If we are to know Him better 
we must 


Make Much of Secret Prayer 


I wonder if it is not at that point 
we oftenest fail? What if I were 
to ask this group of men and wom- 
en this point-blank question, “How 
much do you pray in secret?’’. I 
am persuaded that at that point 
we ministers oftenest fail. 

At a meeting with a*group of 
twenty men (all ministers), in a 
quiet place, we searched each 
other’s hearts with vital questions, 
and probed one another concern- 
ing temptations that beset a min- 
ister’s path. When it came my 
turn, I said, “My brothers, how 
much do you pray in secret?” And 
every man came out of that inquiry 
deeply probed and distraught in 
heart. 


On. he Busy we are, how fre- 


quent the ring of the telephone, how 
extreme the converging tides that 
beat upon us constantly, so that 
if we do not fight for the time and 
the place, secret prayer shall be 
crowded out of our lives. I tell you, 
men and women, when it is, we 
may come with our testimony, but 
we shall be “as sounding brass and 
a tinkling cymbal.” Arnold of Rug- 
by said, “I believe the man who 
wrote, ‘No matter what a man’s 
difficulty, or temptation, or duty, 
or sin, he will get past it or above 
it, if he will find a time and place 
daily for secret prayer.’” “But, 
thou, when thou prayest,” said Je- 
sus, “enter into thy closet and shut 
the door.” Be alone with God when 
thou speakest in the ears of God, 
the Father, for though He hears 
in secret He shall reward thee 
openly. 

It was when Moses was alone 
with God that God gave him the 
sight of the bush that burned and 
was not consumed. It was when 
Joshua was alone with God that 
God gave him the commission that 
he should be the victorious succes- 
sor of Moses. It was when Isaiah, 
who before had lived on Fifth Ave- 
nue and felt the world’s ambitious 
currents, was alone with God that 
God gave him the three-fold vision. 
He saw God high, holy and lifted 
up and afterwards there were new 
notes in his prophetic address. It 
was when he was alone that God 
gave him a vision of the sinfulness 
and weakness of the people around 
him. It was when Paul was alone 
with God that he was caught up 
into the third heaven, and heard 


and saw what was not possible to” 


tell. It was when Bunyan was 
alone with God that he had a vision 
which he put into a book that, next 
to the Bible, has moved the world 
heavenward. It was when Luther 
was alone with God in the Wart- 
burg Castle, that he had visions 
which he translated into convincing 
speech that brought on the Refor- 
mation and moved thrones and 
tyrants throughout all Europe. 

You must find time to be alone 
with God if you are to know the 
secrets which Christ has for the 
children of men. 


4. If Jesus is to be more and 
more a conscious reality, then we 
must wage an 


Uncompromising Warfare Against 
All Sin 


The one thing God hates is sin. 
The one thing which separates be- 
tween God and us is sin. Sin is the 
veil through which Christ cannot 
be seen. It is the insulator which 
cuts off the current between God 
and us. The Psalmist says, “Who 
shall ascend into the hill of the 
Lord? or who shall stand in his 
holy place? He that hath clean 
hands, and a pure heart.” It is the 
pure in-heart who shall see God— 
see Him here and now. That means 
that we are to wage a continual 
warfare against the little sin. The 
sin of envy—not little at all. It 
is as rottenness in one’s bones. The 
sin of jealousy—not little at all. 
It is incipient murder. Unchari- 
tableness—how it blights and 
darkens the judgment and desensi- 
tizes the conscience if it is allowed 
tc go on! If you do not watch and 
wage a continuous warfare against 
all forms of sin, even the smallest 
and least, in some great hour of 
unpreparedness when life’s testing 
time comes, you will go down in 
the maelstrom in the great test 
that awaits you. 

5. Again, if Jesus is to be known 
we are to make much of 


Fellowship With the Right Kind 
of Christians 


The longer I live, the more I am } 


finding out how vitally life’s com- 
panionships influence us. “He that 
walketh with wise men shall be 
wise, but a companion of fools shall 
be destroyed.” “Evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners.” In a 
marvelous way God reveals His 
secrets from one man to another, 
from one life to another. One hu- 
man who has dealt vitally with God 
impresses such knowledge per- 
sonally to some other human, and 
there comes in grace and _ glory 
from such fellowship. There are 
times when we learn from certain 
Christians who tread the secret 
places in their conscious appre- 
hension of Jesus Christ. From 
them we can learn as from none 
others in all the world. 

Years ago there lived an old 
shoemaker—he was almost eighty. 
He was the greatest Christian man 
fy life has ever touched. Some- 
times when I could not get a text 
in the Bible to give up its secret 
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and go down the quiet street in 
the downtown section to the old 
shoemaker’s shop. I would say, 
“Have you time once again to tell 
me your Christian experience?” 
And he would put aside his apron 
and hammer and the unfinished 
shoe, and with glowing face, say, 
“Time to tell you my Christian ex- 
perience, my boy, when you have 
asked the very thing I want to 
tell!” Then he would begin at the 
beginning and tell me of his self- 
rightousness, phariseeism, cyni- 
cism in early years, and how once 
in a simple service a man of God 
took the truth of God and declared 
it so that it was sharper than a 
two-edged sword in reaching the 
sinner’s heart, and how when the 
service was done he sought out the 
minister and said, ‘‘Where is the 
Saviour, and how can I find Him ?”’ 
And how he made a complete sur- 
render of himself to Christ, Christ 
came and became to hin? a personal 
Saviour and Master. In after years 
when prop after prop fell away, 
when father and mother, sister and 
friends, and property were taken, 
more and more his heart knew 
Christ as a living and glorious re- 
ality. And he said to me, “Some 
morning they will come and find 
me quiet in death in my little shop, 
but remember that perhaps the 
same chariot that came and took 
Elijah shall have come for me. At 
any rate I shall be absent from the 
body and present with the Lord.” 
It happened just like that. I never 
went to see him and talk with him 
that sermons did not fly up in my 
mind like blackbirds startled in 
the woods. I could preach on this, 
that and the other—-the power of 
Christ’s truth to search the heart, 
the sufficiency of God’s grace even 
in the presence of death, the im- 
mortal hope revealed in Christ, be- 
cause a man who felt, and realized, 
and tested it had told it back to 
me. If we are to know Christ bet- 
ter, we must have fellowship with 
those who know Him. 


6. If we are to know Him bet- 
ter and better, 


We Must Be Busy for Jesus 


What a menace is idleness in 
every realm, and equally so in re- 
ligion. The supreme sociological 
problem today is idleness, the prob- 
lem of the idle rich. We talk about 
the problem of the idle poor. God 
knows it is great enough, but the 
problem of the idle rich is the 
greatest sociological problem today 
in our American life. ‘“‘An idle 
brain is the devil’s work-shop.” Sa- 
tan will find mischief for idle 
hands. If we are to know Jesus 
better and better, we are to be 
busy for Him. Read the life of 
George Whitefield. See him dying 
at the age of fifty-six, and be- 
fore he went away he had preached 
Christ eighteen thousand times. 
No wonder he moved the world! 
Read the story of John Wesley, in 
labors abundant. No wonder he 
left tracks in the sands of time in- 
effacable, glorious forever. 

A running stream is the living 
stream, and the stagnant stream is 
the one which breeds poison, sick- 
ness and death. The running ac- 
tive Christian shall have a thou- 
sand secrets of God that the idle 
Christian shall never know. 


"Turn Me Out of the Church" 


Years ago a young business man 
came one evening to my church. 
He was serious, and after coming 
for five consecutive evenings, he 
confessed Jesus as his Saviour, and 
followed Him in baptism and took 
his place in the church. For a 
year and a half every time the 
church doors were opened that 
young fellow was there, but pres- 
ently scmething bewitched him and 
he was missed from the Bible class, 
the prayer meeting and the Sun- 
day evening services. Then he 
came less frequently to the morn- 
ing services. I asked the men about 
him. They said, “He is bewitched 
by some cause and is dropping 
away from the life and service of 
the church.” One morning I saw 
him in church, and poured out my 
heart if haply I might reach him. 
He bowed his face and wept. After 
the benediction he followed me in- 
to my study and said through his 
tears, ‘‘When is the next business 
meeting of the church?” I said, 
“Wednesday.” He said, “Have my 
name erased from the roll.” I said, 
“For what?” He said, “I have been 
thinking now for months that I 
have missed the way, and I have 
no business in the church. A man 
who is not a Christian has no busi- 
ness in the church.” “There must 
be a reason,” I said, “a good rea- 
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relate, and then added, “You had 
better have me turned out.” I said, 
“Come back again thirty minutes 
before church this evening, and we 
will talk about it once more, but 
before you come, will you do me 
a favor? Take this little Bible of 
mine and go to the outskirts of the 
city and read in it to an old blind 
man—too old to come to church.” 
He said, ‘“‘After what I have told 
you, shall I dare to read the Bi- 
ble?” I said, “Certainly, anybody 
ought to read the Bible to a blind 
man.” He said, “What shall I 
read?” I said, “Read the 23rd 
Psalm, the 14th chapter of John, 
the 8th chapter of Romans, the 
150th Psalm.’ He went away with 
a long face, and I went with an 
anxious heart. He came back five 
minutes before the time appointed, 
sobbing and laughing both at once, 
and said, “Don’t say a word about 
turning me out of the church.” 


“What has happened?” I in- 
quired. He answered, “I read those 
chapters to the old man and about 
ten more, and presently he said, 
‘Son, won’t you kneel down and 
pray for me? I hear so few people 
pray — just the pastor now and 
then. Won’t you pray for me?’ I 
knelt and prayed, and the old man 
s»outed, and I think I shouted, too. 
Don’t say any more about turning 
me out,” 

I heard John R. Mott, that most 
influential young man for students 
in the world today, say, “When a 
great period of skepticism came 
over me, and horrible doubt, a 
friend who understood it said, 
‘Mott, you come with me,’ and we 
went to a great room full of no- 
torious prisoners. He said, ‘I am 
going to talk to these men,’ and he 
talked to them about the reality 
of the help of Christ, and told them 
that there was no hope for men 
outside of Christ. Then, when he 
had talked for a while, he said, 
‘Men, I have asked Mr. Mott to 
come with me, and I want him to 
say something to you.’”’ He stood 
up in darkness of soul, pitiful and 
helpless, but in that prison he was 
as conscious of God’s presence as 
of his own being, and he realized 
that the only power that could help 
a man in the world was the divine 
Saviour, and so he fell back into 
the great everlasting arms, and 
light came while he talked. Be busy 
for Christ. 


7. Once again, if we are to know 
Christ better 


We Must Be Willing To Pay * 
the Price 


No cheap business will do it. 
Paul said, “What things were gain 
to me, those I counted loss for 
Christ. Yea, doubtless, and I count 
all things but loss for the excel- 
lency of the knowledge of Christ 
Jesus my Lord; for whom I have 
suffered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but refuse that I 
may win Christ.” It is a truism 
that in the market of life we must 
pay full’ price for success. It is 
those men and women who rise up 
early and toil until late nightfall 
who win legitimately. If we are to 
enter into the secrets which Christ 
waits to impart, it must be by pay- 
ing the price, just as the student 
pays the price for the knowledge 
which he acquires. 


“The heights by great men 
reached and kept 
Were not attained by sudden 
flight, 
But they, while their compan- 
ions slept, 
Were toiling upward in the 
night.” 


If we would know Christ and the 
realities which Christ would vouch- 
safe to us, then we must pay the 
price to know Him. David said 
long ago, “Neither will I offer 
burnt offerings unto the Lord of 
that which doth cost me nothing.” 
It is when men die to self that 
they enter into. the marvelous ap- 
prehension of the secrets of grace, 
wisdom and light, which Christ Je- 
sus has for them. Do you not re- 
member the testimony of the early 
Christians? ‘‘They overcame by 
the blood of the Lamb and the 
word of their testimony and loved 
not their lives unto the death.” 
Every man of us ought to be will- 
ing, either by life or by death, if 
Christ wills it, to magnify His 
name. ) 

Mrs. Comstock, that great mis- 
sionary to India, when she came to 
the time to return to her native 
land to educate her children, faced 
the question, “Shall I send them 
back and stay here with my chain 
of mission stations? Shall I be 
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trust my own little ones to friends 
in the homeland?” She fought the 
battle out and said, “I will stay by 
the task God has given me. I will 
put these children in the hands of 
loved ones and Christ. She took 
the children down to the great 
steamer and prayed for them there, 
and saw the little ones going fur- 
ther and further away from her 
and waving their little handker- 
chiefs. Then she dropped on the 
sand and said over and over again, 
“Lord Jesus, I am doing this for 
Thee. I am putting Thee before 
my little girls.” Then she went 
back to her work and her mighty 
mission transformed deserts into 
gardens for the Lord. We must 
pay the price. : 

I went to a town in the eastern 
part of my state to preach a dedi- 
catory sermon, The officers of 
the church led me aside, and said, 
“We want you to preach the dedi- 
catory sermon, but before the dedi- 
catory prayer we must get $6,500 
in money.” I said, “Where are we 
going to get it?” They said, “We 
think we can get $500 out of our 
church, and you must get $6,000 
out of the town.” I said, “No, it 
will not come that way. If we get 
that $6,500, $500 may come out 
of the town; the other $6,000 must 
come out of the church. If you are 
redeemed men and women, why 
should you not make it up?” We 
went with long faces, and after 
thirty minutes $3,000 had been 
raised—$3,000 in thirty minutes! 
Then I said, “What shall we do? 
There are $3,500 more to be raised. 
What shall we do about it?” A 
little woman bowed her face in her 
hands, then rising up with some- 
thing of a sob, she said to her 
husband near the pulpit, taking 
down the count, “Charlie, we were 
offered $3,500 in cash yesterday 
for our little cottage. We had just 
got out of debt. I wonder if you 
feel as I do. If you do, we will 
give that house, and then God's 
house will be out of debt. Charlie, 
Jesus bought us with His blood, 
and you and I can work. If you 
are willing, we will just give it.” 
And he answered, “Jennie, I was 
thinking of the same thing. That is 
what we will do.” But they did not 
do it. Men of the city had stood 
around the walls — men of the 
banks, and stores and factories, 
worldly men, critical men, and they 
shot out their lips in scorn at that 
church, but they are not shooting 
out lips of scorn now. A’ man who 
had given $50 now arose and said, 
“T have sinned, make my contribu- 
tion $500.” Another who had giv- 
en $25 said, “Make mine $250.” 
And a woman who had given $5 
arose and said, “Add $245 to mine.”’ 
And faster than two clerks could 
take it down they provided that 
$3,500. And that was not all—that 
was not the best. Some of those 
men who had stood around against 
the wall came down the aisle and 
said, “Where is the Saviour, and 
what must we do to be saved?’ 
They had seen Christ in human 
lives, and when this world sees 
Christ in human lives, it will come. 


Don’t get away from the cross. 
Incarnate Christ in your life. Count 
no sacrifice too great for Him. Go 
to the most difficult field for Him. 
Live on bread and water for Him. 
Go without fine clothes for Him. 
Lay your life on the altar for 
Christ; and the kingdom of God 
will come in your midst, and you 
will go home to Him with your 
arms full of sheaves, and the King 
of Glory will give you a welcome 
that will make you ineffably happy 
forever more.
